Comparing  the  above  curriculum  with  that  of  last  year, 
you  note  that  our  high  school  course  has  been  enriched  by 
two  additional  electives,  viz. :  advanced  arithmetic  and  solid 
geometry  in  the  sophomore  and  senior  years  respectively. 
These  electives  to  be  allowed  only  on  the  advice  and  with 
consent  of  the  Principal.  We  have  been  able  to  carry  on 
this  additional  work  with  the  same  number  of  teachers  by 
uniting  our  classes  in  Latin  III  and  IV  and  our  EngHsh  I 
and  II,  thereby  increasing  the  number  per  class,  and,  we 
think,  the  interest  and  enthusiasm.  I  renew  my  recommen- 
dation of  last  year  that  chemistry  be  made  an  elective  for 
the  senior  year.  However,  before  this  recommendation 
can  be  carried  out  it  will  be  necessary  to  appropriate  about 
two  hundred  dollars  for  laboratory  equipment  and  a  system 
of  water  supply  installed  in  the  building.  There  is  no  greater 
need  in  the  facilities  of  our  high  school  building  than  of 
water,  not  only  for  physical  and  chemical  laboratories,  but 
also  for  drinking,  fire  protection  and  sanitation.  We  are 
glad  to  report  an  increase  in  attendance,  having  registered 
thirty-four  the  present  year,  also  an  increase  in  number  of 
tuition  pupils.

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This  school  year  has  been  an  unusual  one  so  far  as  the 
number  of  meetings  by  your  committee  is  concerned,  in  the 
interest  of  our  schools  educationally,  economically,  and 
morally.  The  schools  are  one  of  the  town's  greatest 
assets,  and,  therefore,  there  is  an  imperative  need  of  giving 
them  the  wisest  attention.  The  educational  advancement 
of  our  pupils  during  the  year  from  the  first  grade  in  the 
primary  school  to  the  completion  of  the  fourth  year  in  the 
high  school  is  worthy  of  commendable  comment.  The 
pupils  have  responded  well  to  the  demands  of  our  educa- 
tional system  through  the  earnest  and  persistent  effort  of 
our  efficient  corps  of  teachers,  who,  without  exception,  have 
never  tried  to  shirk  their  duty,  but  have  always  been 
on  the  alert  to  do  all  in  their  power  in  the  interest 
of  their  pupils.  The  work  done  compares  favorably 
with  that  in  some  of  the  best  schools  in  our  state,  and  this 
we  are  able  to  say  unhesitatingly,  because  of  the  high  standing 
our  pupils  have  taken  elsewhere.  In  the  grades,  so  far  as 
practicable,  the  course  of  instruction  as  laid  down  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  has  been  adhered 
to,  and  we  have  endeavored  to  accomplish  the  amount  of 
work  called  for. 

The  school  expenses  have  increased  during  this  year,  not- 
withstanding the  curtailment  by  your  committee  in  every 
way  deemed  advisable.  The  increase  of  forty-one  in  the 
number  of  different  pupils  registered  during  the  year,  or 
about  twenty-one  per  cent.,  has  caused  a  corresponding  de- 
crease in  our  funds  raised  for  books  and  supplies. 

The  children  of  families  that  recently  moved  into  the  Red 
Oak  Hill  district  had  to  be  cared  for.  This  necessitated  an 
additional  conveyance  which  has  increased  the  cost  in  this 
direction  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent.  To  save  this 
extra  expense  we  made  an  attempt  to  have  one  conveyance 
only  for  the  Red  Oak  Hill  and  North  River  Districts,  but 
after  trial  we  found  this  plan  could  not  be  carried  out,  as 
there  were  too  many  pupils  for  one  conveyance.  Uniting  the 
two  districts  has  been  thoroughly  discussed  by  your  committee. 
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but  it  is  found  that  there  can  be  no  saving  in  this  way.  Dis- 
tance would  compel  the  committee  to  convey  even  then  cer- 
tain scholars.  After  much  deliberation  it  seems  that  the 
most  feasible  plan  is  the  present  one. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  balance  on  hand 
February  15,  1913,  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  of  $299.85. 
This  was  the  actual  balance,  but  as  the  schools  did  not  close 
until  March  14,  there  remained  unpaid  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers,  conveyors  and  janitors  for  five  weeks  that  were 
not  due  on  February  15,  but  really  should  be  paid  from  the 
1912-1913  appropriation;  but  under  such  circumstances 
there  would  be  a  deficit  of  a  few  hundred  dollars.  This 
"carrying-over"  process  should  be  eliminated  by  making 
the  appropriations  sufficient  to  care  for  the  entire  expenses 
to  the  completion  of  the  winter  term. 

This  year  again  there  is  a  balance  on  hand  of  $70.79,  Feb- 
ruary 15,  but  the  five  weeks'  expenses  as  given  above,  due 
March  6,  1914,  because  of  an  insufficient  balance,  compels 
the  continued  use  of  this  "carrying-over"  process. 

The  West  Epping  school  room  needs  renovating  and  the 
high  school  building  some  minor  repairs  the  coming  year. 

As  there  are  very  important  financial  articles  this  year 
in  the  school  warrant  to  be  acted  upon,  a  full  meeting  is  very 
much  desired.
